Get Too Expensive 


BUCKDEN, England (AP) — II you want to beat inflation 
don’t get m arried in church, advises the Vicar of this 
Cambridgeshire County village. The General Synod has 
ordered the cost of a Church of England wedding doubled to 
$27.20 on .Ian. 1, and that is too expensive, the Rev. Enoch 
Davies wrote in Ins parish magazine published today. His 
advice is to settle for a $10.20 civil wedding at a registrar’s 
office and go to the church afterwards for a free blessing. 
“Aft^r all, the primary function of the church at a wedding 
ceremony is simply to give the blessing,” he wrote. He said 
the decision to double the price of a church wedding “gives 
a very bad image when we are, just like everyone else, 
grabbing at everything.” A Church of England spokesman 
said the increase was the result of Britain’s 15 per cent 
annual inflation.

Miss Longet's other defense 
attorney, Ronald Austin, said 
outside his wood-beamed office 
he thought the jury took the 
easy way out. 


“ It’s the attitude of: ‘Let’s 


toss a bone to each side,’ 
something for the defense and 
something for the prosecution.” 
Prosecutor Ashley Anderson 
was jubiliant. “ We think the 
jury made a good decision,” he 
said. “ We think it was a fair

jury. We think it was a fair 
trial.” 


He then dashed to a telephone 
to tell friends, “ We won! We 
won!” The defense had por­ 
trayed the 29-year-old prosecu­ 
tor as an inexperienced youth in 
its summation.

The latter, said Mittan, is so bad 
that industrial firm s are leaving the 
state in droves. M ichigan’s No. 1 
problem is to halt the exodus, he ad­ 
ded. 


Mittan thoroughly disagreed with an 
address delivered to the House of 
Representatives by Speaker Bobby D. 


It’ll Likely Be 
A Little Louder 


Political oratory on the floor of the 
United States Senate has been subdued 
in recent years, unlike other eras when 
strong personalities dom inated the 
scene. The change of leadership by 
both parties in the Senate this year 
could spark livelier legislative battles 
in the 95th Congress. 


Form er Sens. Mike M ansfield and 
Hugh Scott, retired leaders of their 
respective parties, both were men who 
preferred quiet negotiating to visible 
partisanship in Senate business. The 
two who have replaced them , Robert 
Byrd and Howard Baker, are not the 
same mold. 


Byrd is an indefatigable legislative 
mechanic who presses his position 
with calm but relentless conviction. 
Baker is an ambitious lawmaker with 
a spark of oratorical ability who is 
eager to prepare himself for better 
things from his party. 


That combination could enliven 
Senate activities more than a little.

Men like these don’t 
really believe in free enterprise; they 
believe in total government control. 


But they know that every poll shows 
the bulk of Americans to be conserv a­ 
tive; state socialism is a phrase that 
alienates most voters, Democrats as 
well as Republicans. 


Although Speaker C rim ’s kind of 
“ dole and control” governent isn’t 
called socialism, its adverse impact on 
free enferprise is just as bad as if it 
were called by its right name. 


Michigan’s 
tax 
burdens, 
plus 
overly-generous workm en’s compen­ 
sation and unemployment insurance 
programs, reduce M ichigan’s ability 
to compete with other states for new 
industry. 


Social services program s rife with 
cheating and built-in inducements to 
sloth have created cesspools of crim e 
in most Michigan cities, a violent en­ 
vironment that drives business to the 
suburbs or, worse yet, entirely out of 
the state. 


Detroit, for example, lost nearly 
one-fifth of its major m anufacturing 
industries between 1970 and 1975, the 
Associated Press reported this week.

WASHINGTON 
- 
Like 
President 
Ford’s 
policy­ 
makers, the men Mr. Carter has 
chosen for foreign affairs and 
defense, almost without excep­ 
tion, were schooled in a concept 
dominant since World War II: 
Wars are not winnable. 


This 
belief 
led 
to 
our 
experiment with limited wars in 
Korea and in South Vietnam — 
to collapse in Saigon and to 
continued dangerous uncertain 
bubbling on the Korean pennin- 
sula. 


Even more seriously, this 
policy has dominated our stra­ 
tegic defense buildup. That is, it 
has led to the concept that our 
arms have one aim and one aim 
only — the prevention of war. 
Our thinking is based on the 
belief that nuclear war, once it 
starts, is not only unwinnable, 
but unthinkable. 


Anyone in his right mind 
must agree that prevention of 
war must be our paramount 
aim. But once we add the belief 
that a nuclear conflict is unwin­ 
nable, and so tailor our forces, 
we invite war. 


If our forces are not designed 
for victory — only to threaten 
destruction — and if the op­ 
ponent’s are designed for win­ 
ning regardless of the destruc­ 
tion involved, this is an open 
invitation to a powerminded to­ 
talitarian state. 


There’s another basic flaw in 
our logic. We assume that 
whoever is running Jtussia at 
any particular moment will be 
moved by the same reasoning 
and worrit's we face. And by the 
same concern over loss of life 
and property. 


We have, therefore assumed 
that if this country has a nuclear 
force large enough to withstand 
a Soviet first strike and re­ 
taliate, destroying a significant 
percentage 
of 
the 
Soviet 
population and Soviet industry, 
the Kremlin will back away 
from war. 


Our planners as a result are 
greatly influenced by reports 
the 
mass-evacuation 
civil 
defense programs of the Soviet 


Union are largely paper plans, 
unlikely to be workable in an 
emergency. 


1 submit that this is false 
logic. Vietnamese Communist 
leader Ho Chi Minh demons- 
.rated in the war against the 
French, in the political and 
economic programs he fostered 
and in the fighting against the 
South Vietnamese and ourselves 
that he would risk any loss of 
life and of property if necessary 
to achieve his aims. 


History teaches us also that 
the Soviet Union does not regard 
the lives of ordinary citizens as 
democracies do. To achieve 
economic objectives, they have 
allowed millions to starve. To 
achieve political goals, they 
have eliminated or imprisoned 
virtually for life untold numbers 
of their citizenry. 


What our planners ignore in 
their comforting reports on the 
ineffectiveness of Soviet mass 
evacuation programs, is that 
these same plans call for 
thorough protection for selected 
officials, essential production 
workers and for key military 
defense personnel. 


The data suggests, in fact, 
that the Soviet Union could sur­ 
vive a nuclear war with sizable 
powers of recuperation though 
with a decimated population. 


This is not to suggest Leonid 
Brezhnev and his associates are 
planning a nuclear war. They 
have, to date, shown great cau­ 
tion. It is more likely they will 
use their new strength as an 
umbrella to give them more 
leeway in Africa, the Middle 
East. Asia and Latin America — 
believing that we will not stand 
firm if the odds are clearly 
against our own survival in a 
showdown. 


But in a totalitarian system it 
is impossible to foresee who will 
rule next year, or 10 years down 
the pike. 


In sum, we don’t know what 
the eventual Russian goal is. 
But we do know that at present 
they’re building more than they 
require for purely defensive 
purposes.

Startlingly 
enough, 
the 
Supreme Court of the State of 
New Jersey has handed down an 
opinion that is going to cause a 
good deal of intellectual trouble 
for secularists and religious 
skeptics. In fact, altogether 
unknowingly, the court found 
itself in agreement wUh one of 
the main traditions orW estern 
religious 
philosophy, 
which 
holds that moral principles and 
religious belief are inseparable. 


In a decision regarding abor­ 
tion, 
though 
extending 
far 
beyond it in philosophical sig­ 
nificance, the court ruled that 
nonprofit, nonsectarian hospi­ 
tals may not prohibit the use of 
their facilities for abortions. 
The language of the decision, 
expressing the rationale behind 
it, is of particular interest. 


After stating that “The hospi­ 
tal rule and regulation should be 
related to the hospital’s pur­ 
poses and operational fieeds,” 
Judge Sidney M. Schreiber con 
tinued on behalf of the 
majority: 


“ Moral concepts cannot 
the basis of a nonsectarian, 
nonprofit, eleemosynary hospi­ 
tal’s regulations where that 
hospital is holding out the use of 
its facilities to the general 
public.” 


Ponder that sentence. The 
court is saying here that in the 
absence of “ sectarian” — that 
is. religious — belief, the hospi­ 
tal is a mere mechanism, like 
an internal combustion engine 
or a baloney slicer. “ Moral 
concepts” cannot influence that 
mechanism 
as 
long 
as 
it 
remains thus “ nonsectarian.” 
The mechanism is merely there 
to be used. No one except the 
user can tell the internal com­ 
bustion engine in what direction 
to power the car, or the baloney 
slicer where or not to slice 
baloney. 


In its next two sentences, the 
court made that position un- 
mistakably'elear. “The board of 
trustees or directors, although 
vested with managerial direc­ 
tion within the framework of the 
hospital’s functions and pur­ 
poses, may not promulgate 
unrelated policies. When it does 


so, its determinations are un- 
supportable and arbitrary.” 
The 
hospital 
directors 
are 
merely maintenance who keep 
the machine running smoothly. 


TVi be sure, attempts have 
l)een made to assert moral 
principles independently of a 
religious or metaphysical foun­ 
dation. Bentham derived them 
from his pleasure-pain prin­ 
ciple. 
Kant 
assent'd 
his 
“categorical im perative.” But 
history does not seem to be 
confirming this position, as 
witness the words of the New 
Jersey court. 


As C. S. Lewis once put it, 
modern Western secular man 
stands virtually alone against 
the accumulated experience of 
the race. On the one hand stand 
virtually all of the human 
societies known to history, from 
the ancient river cultures of the 
Euphrates or the Ganges, and 
including Western culture until 
the day before yesterday^ All 
derived moral principle from 
religious belief. On the other 
hand stands modern Western 
secular man, and his neutral 
“mechanisms.” 


No doubt non-religious in­ 
dividuals can behave morally. 
Philosophers of religion would 
mantain, however, that they are 
living on accumulated and 
unearned moral capital. Like 
the heirs of a rich man, they are 
drawing on the resources of the 
past. The entire secular society 
may indeed be living on the ac­ 
cumulated moral capital of 
centuries of Christian belief. 
Oh, excuse me 
“ sectarian” 
belief.

Prison at Jackson for the 1909 
strangulation of a college coed. 


“They’re exploiting a situa­ 
tion. Human beings don’t mean 
anything to them,” said Collins, 
who was convicted of first- 
degree murder in 1970 in the 
death of 18-year-old Karen Sue 
Bememan. 


Miss 
Beineman 
was

seventh young woman found 
murdered in a two-year period 
in Washtenaw County, which 
includes the campuses of both 
Eastern 
Michigan 
and 
the 
University of Michigan. Collins 
has not been charged in any of 
the other slayings and he claims 
he is innocent in the Beineman 
case. 


The copyrighted interview 
was published Friday by the 
Ann Arbor News. Collins had 
declined face-to-face interviews 
since his arrest.

The body of Miss Beineman, 
an Eastern Michigan University 
freshman, was found in a rav ine 
off a dirt road between Ann Ar- 
bor and Ypsilanti. Collins was 
an EMC senior at the time of 
her death. 


“What reason would 1 have to 
kill anyone? I was ready to get 
my degree. I was engaged, I had 
my future in front of me.”

naMe, and so tailor our forces, 
we invite war: 


If our farces are not designed 


for victory — only to threaten 
destruction — and if the op- 
ponent's are designed for win- 
ning regardless at the destruc- 
tion involved, this u an open 
imitation to a powerminded to- 
talitarian state. 
- There's another basic flaw in 
our logic. We assume that 
whoever is running .Russia at 
any particular moment will be 
moved by the same reasoning 
and worries we face. And by the 
same concern over loss of life 
and property. 


We have, therefore assumed 


that if this, country has a nuclear 
force large enough to withstand 
a Soviet first strike and re- 
taliate, destroying a significant 
-percentage 
of 
the Soviet 


population and Soviet industry, 
the- Kremlin will back away 
from war. 


Our planners as a result are 


greatly influenced by reports 
the 
mass-evacuation 
civil 


defense programs of the Soviet 


Union are largely paper plans, 
unlikely to he workable hi an 


1 submit thai this is false 


logic. Vietnamese Communist 
leader Ho Chi Miah demuis- 
jated in the war against the 
French, in the political and 
economic programs he fostered 
and in the fighting against the 
Sauth Vietnamese aid ourselves 
that he would risk any loss of 
life and of property if necessary 
to achieve his aims. 


History teaches us also that 


the Soviet Union does not regard 
the lives of ordinary citizens as ' 
democracies do. To achieve 
economic objectives, they have 
allowed millions lo starve. To 
achieve political goals, they 
have eliminated or Imprisoned 
virtually tor life untold numbers 
of then-citizenry. 


What our planners ignore in 


their comforting reports on the 
ineffectiveness of Soviet mass 
evacuation programs, is that 
these same plans call for 
thorough protection for selected 
officiate, essential production 
workers and for key military 
defense personnel. 


The data suggests, in fact, 


that the Soviet Union could sur- 
vive a nudearwar with sizable 
powers of recuperation though 
with a decimated population. 


This is not to suggest Leonid 


Brezhnev and his associates are 
planning a nuclear war. They 
hare, to date, shown great cau- 
tion- It I* more likely they will 
use their new strength as an 
umbrella to give them more 
leeway in Africa, the Middle 
East, Asia and Latin America— 
believing that we will not stand 
firm if toe odds are clearly 
against our own survival in a 
showdown.

But to a totalitarian system it 


is Impossible to foresee who will 
rule next year, or 10 years down 
the pike. 


In sum, we don't know what

Special Observance Jan. 18-25 


Annd conflicting signs of new divisions and unprecedented 
agreements, Christian churches across the nation and throughout 
the world will observe the 70th annual Week of Prayer for Chris­ 
tian Unity, Jan. 18-25. 


The annual observance, which begins Tuesday, Jan. 18, looks to 
that future day when, according to the prayer of Jesus, ‘‘all will be 
• 
one.” 


The theme for the 1977 observance. “ This hope does not disap­ 
point us,” is taken from the filth chapter of St. Paul’s Letter to the 
Romans, often described as “ the most powerful of all Paul's 
writings in its influence upon Christian theology and faith.” 


The theme was selected by the Graymoor Ecumenical Institute, 
with headquarters in Graymoor, N.Y., and the Faith and Order 
Commission of the National Council of Churches of Christ. 


Describing hope as “ an appropriate response to the various* 
moods prevailing in church and society today,” the Rev. Arthur F. 
Gouthro, SA, director of the Graymoor Ecumenical Institute, finds 
encouragement in the “greater willingness” on the part of Chris­ 
tian churches “to negotiate and to discuss once forbidden topics." 


“ Even where strong disagreements among the churches 
remain," Fr. Gouthro points out, “ there is an eagerness to main­ 
tain friendly relations all the same." 


"Christian hope.” he explains, “ looks primarily to the future, 
not to the past or even to the present, for the inspiration to create 
a more humane world order.” 


The Week of Prayer for Christian Unity was first observed as the 
Church Unity Octave. It was begun at Graymoor in 1908 by the 
Rev. Paul Wattson, SA, an Episcopal priest who became a Roman 
Catholic one year later. 


Commenting on the origins of the Week of Prayer, the Rev. 
Charles V. LaFontaine, SA, associate director of the Graymoor 
Ecumenical Institute and co-author of “ Prophet of Reunion: The 
Life of Paul of Graymoor,’’ stresses “ how unpromising, how 
visionary, how controversial such prayer for Christian unity 
seemed in those pre-ecumenical days.’, 


According to Fr. LaFontaine, “ when Father Paul began his 
prayer movement in America during 1908, the future did not look 
at all promising.” 


Responding to an English colleague’s suggestion, Fr. Wattson 
prepared several thousand letters and sent them to clergy and 
laity all over the country, inviting them to join in the first 
celebration of his “ octave” during January, 1908. “ Response to 
Father Paul’s request varied widely,” Fr. LaFontaine reports. “ A 
few saw nothing wrong in supporting what seemed to be a 
harmless pious exercise. Others were enraged and called Father 
Paul a traitor. Most, however, were quite enthusiastic in agreeing

to participate in the new enterprise." 


Today the Week of Prayer is sponsored by the Commission on 
Faith and Order of the National Council of Churches in collabora­ 
tion with the Graymoor Ecumenical Institute and the Commission 
on Faith and Order of the World Council of Churches. It is 
recommended by the Bishops’ Committee for Ecumenical and 
Interreligious Affairs of ttoe National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 


Observed throughout the world, the Week of Prayer for Chris­ 
tian Unity has continued over the years as a “ permanent dialogue 
of spirituality” which, in the words of one observer, expresses, 
“what should happen during the whole year . ”

In Maltawan, flashing signs

In instances where closings 


arc involved, the affected road 
would deadend on both sides, 
according to Paul Kaiser, road 
commission engineer-manager. 


Dccatur township, school, and 


fire department officials have 
already indicated they plan to 
oppose the closings because 
they will cause problems for 
rural residents in traveling to 
the village, and increase the 
mileage school,buses and fire 
trucks must travel. 


Kaiser said he did not forsee 


any major problems, but ad- 
mitted school buses would have 
to,change their routes. In the 
case of 72nd avenue, he 'said.

On 38th street there are only 


three property owners south of 
76th avenue who would be 
seriously effected, and on 40th 
street only two owners south of 
80th avenue who might have 
problems, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Richard F. VanderVeen, the Democrat 
who succeeded Gerald Ford to the U.S. Congress, says he has been 
assured his bid to become Secretary of the Navy will “ receive very 
serious consideration.” 


VanderVeen, who lost his reelection campaign in Michigan’s 5th 
district last fall, said the asssurance came from Harold Brown, 
Defense Secretary-designate, after the two met Friday morning. 


VanderVeen’s comments came in a telephone interview with a 
Grand Rapids radio station (WCUZ). 


However, VanderVeen said he doesn’t know if he will get the post. 
VanderVeen, 54, spent 7Vi years on active duty with the Navy. He 
held the rank of Lt.(j.g ) when he left the service in 1952. He worked 
as a corporate lawyer until he won a special election to Congress in 
February, 1974, after Ford was named vice president.

Judge’s Ruling A Break 
For Accused VA Nurses 


DETROIT (AP) - A federal 
judge has denied the prosecu­ 
tion the right to mention 24 
poisoning 
incidents 
in 
the 
Veterans Administration Hospi­ 
tal mass murder case. 


The ruling is a victory for the 
two Filipina nurses charged in 
the case, Filipina Narcisco, 30, 
and Leonora Perez, 32, who 
were indicted after an outbreak 
of breathing failures at the hos­ 
pital in 1975. Both nurses were 
employed there at the time. 


A federal grand jury alleged 
15 victims suffered respiratory 
arrests — total loss of breathing 
— after being injected with a 
powerful drug that caused 
paralysis. Those 15 incidents 
were detailed in the indictments 
against the nurses. 


There 
were 
reports 
the 
government planned to in­ 
troduce testimony about 24 ad­ 
ditional cases. But U.S. District 
Judge Philip Pratt nixed that 
idea. 


“The government is prohibit­ 
ed from aUempting to prove any 
episode of respiratory arrest 
other than those delineated in 
the indictment,” Pratt said in a 
written ruling. 


It formalized an order the 
judge issued Thursday. Pratt 
ordered the prosecution to turn 
over evidence which the defense 
claimed had been withheld. 
This included FBI interview 
reports that had been edited. 


Prosecution 
attorneys 


declined 
comment. 
But 
Lawrence Burgess, one of four 
defense attorneys, said the 
judge’s ruling was “ important 
in the sense that we do not have 
to clutter up this already 
complex criminal trial with the 
almost impossible task of refut­ 
ing these additional 24 points.” 


Burgess 
contended 
the 
government said all along it had 
no additional evidence linking 
the two nurses to the 24 addi­ 
tional breathing failures. 


The order followed a four- 
hour closed hearing in the 
judge’s chambers Thursday on 
a defense motion to dismiss the 
case. Pratt ordered all the tes­ 
timony to be kept secret and 
postponed further hearings in 
the pretrial exam until next 
Tuesday. He said the targeted

could not be met. 


Pratt said he issued an order 
Dec. 23 instructing the prosecu­ 
tion to make available to the 
defense by .fan. 10 all the FBI 


reports

contended this order had not 
been carried out and 
the 
judge agreed.

ATLANTA (AP) - Swine 
influenza vaccine — withheld 
after reports linking it to a rare 
paralyzing disease — should be 
made available again to adult 
Am ericans who want to be 
inoculated, a federal health 
committee says. 


The Advisory Committee on 
Immunization 
P ractices’ 
recommendation Friday would 
end a m oratorium on the vac­ 
cine issued last month when 
health officials feared a con­ 
nection 
between 
it 
and 
Guillain-Barre 
syndrom e, 
a 
temporary paralysis that can be 
fatal. The federal Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta has 
since established a definite link 
between the vaccine and the 
syndrome. 


The CDC emphasized that the 
recom mendation 
dealt 
only 
with those persons who ask to 
receive inoculations and was 
not a resumption of the $135 
million 
nationwide 
program 
begun by the government last 
October after a Ft. Dix, N.J., 
soldier died of swine flu. 


“ 1 don't think anybody ex­ 
pects the beginning of m ass 
inoculation program s,” a CDC 
spokesman said. 


The committee recommended 
that the moratorium be lifted to 
allow inoculation of persons in 
high risk groups, such as the 
elderly and the chronically ill. 
The decision whether to offer 
the vaccine to other adults 
should be left up to individual 
physicians, it said.

Congress Grets Statehood Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford s proposal to make 
Puerto Rieo the nation's 51st state is now in the hands of Congress, 
but members of both parties say there is little prospect it will be 
approved. Ford submitted the proposal on Friday to a Congress 
more interested in next week’s inauguration of President-elect 
Carter and in Ford’s final budget, to be presented Monday. Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash., chairm an of the Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee. took notice of the Puerto Rico proposal, but said he would 
confer with the incoming Carter adm inistration before taking any 
action. Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., who is expected to be chairman 
of the House Interior Committee, said there was “ little likelihood 
of action.” Republican m em bers of the two interior committee's, to 
which a statehood bill would normally be sent, expressed sim ilar 
views. 
Deserter Denounces U.S. 


PRAGUE,Czechoslovakia (AP) — A U.S. Army deserter says he 
has applied for permanent residence in Czechoslovakia. William 
Joseph Black, 21, of Queens, N.Y., said in an appearance on Czech 
television Friday that he had been unhappy in America since re­ 
turning from a visit to Czechoslovakia with his Czech-born mother 
last October, after his father died. He said that on his return he 
had to undergo a strict U.S. customs search and two hours of in­ 
terrogation. He said the FBI searched his home and questioned 
neighbors during his absence. Army officials said Black had been 
absent without leave since Jan. 3, when he failed to return to Ft. 
(Jordon, Ga. They said he had enlisted only last Dec. 1 and there 
was no indication that he was in any difficulty with the Army when 
he went on leave. 


Generic Drug Law Signed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Pharm acists may sell generic drugs 
without a formal request from the custom er under a bill that 
became law Wednesday. The m easure signed by Gov. William 
Milliken also requires pharmacists to dispense a lower-cost drug 
upon request. Previously, under an attorney general’s interpre­ 
tation of existing law, customers had to request a generic drug to 
get it. And pharmacists didn’t have to sell the cheaper drug, even 
if the customer requested it. Generic drugs are those named by 
their chemical makeup instead of by brand name, and are 
normally less expensive than the chemically-equivalent brand 
name drugs. The new provisions would not apply when doctors 
specify in the prescription that a certain drug be dispensed.

Milliken also wants C arter’s assurance of veto power over any 
federal plans to bury nuclear wastes in northern Lower Michigan, 
aides said. Navy officials, meanwhile, say a forthcoming environ­ 
mental impact statem ent on Project S eafarer will indicate the 
system poses no apparent health dangers to people or animals. 
The National Academy of Science study, to be released this spring, 
also will show Seafarer is necessary to the national defense, and 
that its design can be locally modified, project m anager (’apt. 
Charles Poliak said Friday. 


Genetic Research Okayed 


DETROIT (AP) — Research on creation of new forms of life has 
been approved by Wayne State University’s Board of Governors, 
but the board placed rigid controls on the research. The board 
made 
the 
decision

(DNA), 
deoxyribonucleic acid. The substance contains the genetic m es­ 
sages which control inherited traits of all life. The board accepted 
the report of a special committee that proposed safety guidelines 
prepared by the National Institutes of health. C ritics say the 
n•search could create a genetic m onster — such as a new virus. 
Supporters say it could lead to medical and industrial discoveries. 
The research will undergo scientific review and approval by the 
university’s Biohazards Committee. Under the board’s decision, 
no exeriments will be conducted that require high physical con­ 
tainment levels. 


‘Freedom Of Information’ 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Gov. W illiam Milliken has signed a 
“ freedom of inform ation ” bill easing access to m ost public 
records in Michigan. The bill would open m ost records of 
government and public agencies for inspection and copying. 
Backers of the m easure called it the m ost progressive open 
records bill in the country. The bill would exempt personal infor­ 
mation, investigative records in som e cast's, some police infor­ 
mation and competitive bids for government contracts. Lawsuits 
to compel disclosure of information by balky agencies could be 
moved to the top of a court docket under the law, and civil 
dam ages could be aw arded to plaintiffs if agencies withhold 
records in bad faith. 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Lottery ticket sales increased 11 pei 
cent during the second half of 1976 com pared with the sam e periot 
in 1975, the Michigan lottery bureau said. Sales for the July-to 
December period totaled $108.2 million com pared with sales ol 
$97.4 million for the second half of 1975, an increase of $10.i 
million. Total sales in the 1975-76 fiscal year reached $226.7 
million. The record enabled *the state to retain its No. 1 sales 
position among the 13 state-run lotteries. The net profit generated 
for the state’s general fund last year was $105 million. Since the 
lottery began in November 1972, som e 1.4 billion tickets have been 
sold and more than $.‘120 million has been paid out in prizes. 


Cold RR Passenger Cars 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) — No heat in passenger cars has caused 
Amtrak to cancel at least four com m uter trains in the past two 
weeks, says an official in the state Highways and Transportation 
Departm ent. W henever one of the five-car train s is canceled, 
Am trak m ust bus passengers from Jackson to D etroit, Je rry 
Rudnik said. “ We have conveyed to Am trak that this is ridiculous. 
We’ve had it and we think something should be done,” said Rud­ 
nik. an official with the departm ent’s rail and bus division. In 
Washington, an A m trak spokesm an agreed the com pany had 
experienced heating problems and said rail officials were working 
to correct them. The commuter, called the “ Michigan Executive,” 
makes the 65-mile run between Jackson and Detroit twice daily.

Continue Hex On Eddies 


Bees Sting Watervliet!

WATERVLIET - After the 
basketball game here Friday 
night, there was little doubt who 
is Number One in the Red 
Arrow Conference. 


Behind an awesome offense 
and a dynamic defense, Bridg­ 
man won its ninth straight 
game, crushing Watervliet 85-53 
before a packed house of 2,200 
screaming fans. 


“ This was by far our best 
game of the year,” grinned a 
happy Doug Hendricks, Bees’ 
head coach, after the contest. 


Although Bob Linke led all 
scorers with 22 points and 
Howie Mutz added 19, the big 


key to the Bees’ victory had to 
be the play of junior Phil Ott. 


The 6-7Vfe, 250-pound center 
came on when starter Wolf Wolf 
got into foul trouble in the 
second quarter. He proceeded to 
hit eight of 11 field goal tries, 
score 16 points and pull down 12 
rebounds. 


It took Ott mo6t of the second 
quarter to get started, but once 
he did there was no stopping 
him. 


“ Phil went in and didn’t do 
anything right off,” commented 
Hendricks. “ Then he hit a 
.couple of buckets and was off. ” 


Ott made three of four floor 
shots in the third quarter and 
was a perfect four-for-four in 


the last stan/a. He also snarred 
nine of his 12 rebounds in the 
last half. 


“ 1 thought Ott came in and 
showed first string potential,” 
slated Watervliet’s head coach 
Gene Bednarowski. “ He was 
just solid in there. 


“ In the whole game, Ott was 
the biggest factor in us not 
catching up.” 


The fourth double figure 
scorer for the Bees, 7-0 in the 
league and the state’s third- 
ranked Class D team, was Bill 
Moreland who tossed in 13 
iwints. Of that total, nine came 
in the first quarter when the 5-10 
guard also pulled down five 
rebounds. 


The Panthers, 
who were 
ranked eighth in Class C, got 14 
points from Jim Weaver and 12 
from Chuck Brock. 


Watervliet had trouble getting 
its run and gun show going for 
two reasons...a tough 3-2 zone 
by Bridgman and a sick Brock.

' without a formal request from the customer under a bill that 
" became law Wednesday. The measure signed by Gov. William 


Milliken also requires pharmacists to dispense a lower-cost drug 
upon request Previously, under an attorney general's interpre- 
tation of existing law, customers had to request a generic drug to 
get it And pharmacists didn't have to sell the cheaper drug, even 
'if the customer requested it. Generic drugs are those named by 
their chemical makeup instead of by brand name, and are 
normally less expensive than the chemically-equivalent brand 
name drugs. The new provisions would not apply when doctors 
specify in the prescription that a certain drug be dispensed.

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U.S. Skiers Now Getting Paid Like Foreign Stars

The old argument that U.S. amateur skiers cannot compete with 
subsidized stars from behind the Iron Curtain is no longer valid, 
because Uncle Sam's kids are no longer amateurs. 


U.S. skiers receive good money for their efforts and U.S. Ski 
Team officials hope it will pay off in victories for Uncle Sam in 
world-class competition, particularly the 1980 Winter Olympics. 


“There are no true amateurs in international sport,” says Hank 
Tauber, director of the U.S. Alpine team. “Guidelines in skiing in 
the past were hypocritical and dishonest, but the U.S. team lived 
by the rules. But now there is the element of control in paying 
skiers.” 


That element is the International Olympic Committee’s Rule 26 
which provides, among other things, that an athlete may be 
reimbursed for “ financial loss resulting from his or her absence 
from work or basic occupation” because of training for interna­ 
tional competition. 


Rule 26 has been on the books since October 1974 but U.S. Ski 
Team officials have played it down for fear it would hurt efforts to 
solicit public donations prior to last year’s games at Innsbruck. 


With that obstacle out of the way, however, the rule is being 
observed to the limit by international skiing’s governing body — 
the International Ski Federation. The IOC left the amount of 
compensation “at the discretion” of the national federations and 
the FIS took this for approval of legalizing payments to ski racers 
— so long as the paychecks are dispensed by the national federa­ 
tions. 


“ Payments now legally allow a top racer to have income enough 
for an apartment, a car or savings for his future education and to 
take his girl to dinner now and then,” Tauber said. “He lives like 
a self-respecting person, not like some tram p sneaking around 
trying to pick up a few illegal bucks on the side. It makes our ski 
racers dedicated professionals with a small p.” 


The same tactic, obviously, can be used by officials who want to 
subsidize athletes who compete in the Summer Olympics — 
provided, of course, they can find a market for their wares. That 
is the catch. 


World-class skiing is probably the most lucrative of all amateur 
sports and manufacturers of equipment and clothing practically 
line up at Tauber's door, begging for their goods to be used by U.S. 


athletes. The market is not as lucrative for, say, manufactuerers 
of fcrack and field gear or swimwear featured in the sum m er 
games. 


The payments are made through the offices of the U.S. Ski Team 
Inc., said Warren Hellmann, president of the U.S. Ski Educational 
Foundation, the ski team’s fund-raising arm. 


“For example, a ski company will pay the ski team $12,500 a 
year to be in the pool and they agree to provide the individual with 
equipment,” Hellmann said. “Tins money is retained by the ski 
team for our operation. The contract that results in so-called 
broken-time’ payments to the athlete deals only with payments 
between the company and the athlete. All of that money goes to the 
athlete.” 


Hellmann also said that “with the improvement in the success of 
our team, equipment manufacturers have found the endorsement 
of stars like Billy Koch or Cindy Nelson to l>e a valuable medium 
for advertising.” 


Koch, the 21-year-old Guilford, Vt. native, for example, signed a 
contract with a leading ski maker for a reported $25,000 after he 
won the silver medal in the 30-kilometer cross-country race at 


Innsbruck. 


Team officials won’t confirm the figure, but U.S. Nordic Direc­ 
tor John Bower called Koch’s salary “equivalent to what a suc­ 
cessful junior executive takes home.” Knowledgeable sources in­ 
dicate Alpine superstars like Miss Nelson could easily be making 
over $40,000 a year before long. 


“The whole area of the amateur ideal is a very cloudy one to 
me,” Hellmann said. “ I don’t really know who is the amateur At 
this moment in time, I think the ideal of amateur standing must be 
re-examined. And it is being re-examined ” 


Hellmann said he believed that an athlete can only be successful 
in today’s competition if his training is equivalent in time to that 
of his foreign counterpart. 


“ A champion world-class skier takes eight to 12 years to 
develop,’’ said Tauber. “ He has to compete until he is 27 or 28. 
Americans haven't been able to do that because they couldn’t af­ 
ford to. You can’t expect them to live off their parents that long 
“Now that the FIS has opened this new territory, we can en­ 
courage our skiers by paying them well and by giving them an 
environment where they can afford to race long enough to really 
excell,” Tauber said.

and

The types of adhesives on the 
market have proliferated to 
such an extent that even the re­ 
tail dealers are finding it dif­ 
ficult to give a precise answer 
on the best kind for a specific 
job. 


This is especially so when a 
customer asks for a wood glue. 
With a few exceptions, nearly 
all adhesives claim to bond 
wood as well as a list of other 
materials. The claims are true 
as far as they go, but most of 
these adhesives do better with 
materials other than wood. 
Those that 
do 
have great 
strength when used on wood 
usually are fairly expensive ex­ 
cept when used in small quanti­ 
ties. 


Over the years, I have used 
certain 
glues 
designed 
specifically for use on wood and, 
when used properly, have never 
found them wanting. One of 
these is the plastic resin glue 
which comes in powdery form 
and must be mixed with water. 


It Is an especially tough 
adhesive and especially good for 
bonding furniture joints. When 
it has hardened, it is water 
resistant. Parts joined with this 
glue must be clamped for 
several hours'. It has been a 
favorite 
with 
professional 
cabinetmakers for generations. 


When a waterproof bond (as 
distinguished from water-resis- 
tant), is necessary, a resorcinol 
glue is the answer. It, too, must 
lie mixed, but not with water. It 


comes in two containers, on 
with liquid resin, the other wit! 
a powdered catalyst. 


When the contents of thesi 
two containers are piixed am 
the bonded parts are clampe( 
for 10 or 12 hours, the resultan 
joint is waterproof, virtually 
solvent-proof, fungus-proof anc 
every other kind of proof that is 
required. That’s why it is usee 
for boats, outdoor furniture 
sports equipment and whatever 
else that will be left in the open. 


The white glue that is so 
popular, not only because it is 
inexpensive but because it is so 
easy to use, handles modest 
wood bonding jobs quite well. It 
dries to a clear finish, is 
odorless and safe. Some people 
make the mistake of using it for 
large joints under stress. 


Contact cement is excellent 
when clamping is not practical. 
It is applied to both surfaces, 
which are pressed together 
after the cement is dry to the 
touch. Originally created for 
bonding plastic laminates to 
counter tops and such, it is now 
used widely for bonding wood to 
wood. Its big advantage — that 
it bonds on contact and requires 
no clamping — is also its 
disadvantage. Thta’s because 
the two pieces being joined 
must be brought together very 
carefully, since no adjustment 
is possible once the surfaces 
have met. While the usual type 
of contact cement is flammable, 
a non-toxic type with a latex 
base is now available.

Condominium Interest Rekindles

Are condominiums the wave 
of the future? Despite the fact 
that most condominiums in the 
United States are concentrated 
in just 10 states now, some 
housing experts predict half the 
U.S. population will be living in 
condominiums within the next 
20 years. 


Apparently buyer confidence 
in condominiums has returned. 
One result has been a price 
appreciation for resale units 
across the nation. 


These words were voiced by a 
panel of Realtors and Ken Kern, 
director of the department of 
economics and research of the 
National Association of Real­ 
tors, in a special session for the 
press at the association’s recent 


annual convention. 


Kern, citing a recent survey of 
100 metropolitan areas, said 48 
reported an oversupply of units 
in late 1976 compared with 60 a 
year ago. He pointed out further 
that the number reporting a 
large oversupply had decreased 
considerably as well. 


The condominium concept, 
which is as old as ancient Rome, 
was introduced in this country 
in 1960, but the recession of 1974 
and problems associated with 
some condominium develop­ 
ments combined to stop the 
boom, leaving many projects 
uncompleted and units unsold.

(AP) — Small communities can 
save money by recycling waste 
materials, says Pennsylvania 
State University engineering 
professor Raymond W. Regan. 


Recycled materials may be a 
substitute for something a com­ 
munity would normally have to 
buy, says Dr. Regan, who sug­ 
gests using glass as “glasphalt’’ 
for roadway repairs, and dried, 
sterilized domestic sludge as a 
soil additive for local parks. 
Waste paper, he says, could be 
used as supplemental fuel in 
small furnaces.

His 
pre-trial examination is set for 
Jan. 24. 


Sillery was arrested in a state 
probe of Medicaid fraud which 
state officials say may be 
depleting the $811 million sys­ 
tem by from $8(1 million to $160 
million a year. 


The charges filed by state 
Atty. (Jen. Frank Kelley allege 
that Sillery. the owner of the St. 
Clair Pathology Services, Inc., 
instructed a Southfield medical 
bookkeeping service to submit 
billings for Medicaid work done 
by a so-called member of the 
firm. Dr. Jogindar Grewal. 


The billings covered the 
period from February to April 
of 1976. But the attorney general 
said Sillery had ended his 
business 
relationship 
with 
Grewal in November, 1975. 
Kelley alleges Sillery collected 
$1,526 in billings for Grewal’s 
supposed work during that 
period. 


If found guilty of the charges, 
Sillery 
faces 
a 
maximum 
punishment of a $10,000 fine, 
and 10 years in prison. 


Sillery, whose county job 
$40,000 a year, was identified 
last year by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) as the single 
largest individual provider of 
Medicaid serv ices in the Detroit 
area.

Great Lakes Spill 
Threat Seen Small 


DETROIT (AP) - Massive 
oil spills, like the one in the 
Atlantic Ocean off Nantucket 
wtien the Liberian tanker Argo 
Merchant ran aground, are not 
likely to happen in the Great 
Ixikes, Coast Guard officials 
say. 


When a spill does occur, 
facilities exist on the Lakes for 
faster 
and 
more 
efficient 
cleanup, officials said Friday. 


In 1976, there were about 100 
spills of oil and other polluting 
materials involving the Lakes or 
connecting waterways, says Jim 
Miller, 
a 
water 
quality 
specialist for the Michigan 
IX*partment 
of 
Natural 
Resources (DNR). 


“What we re trying to do is 
anticipate and prevent spills, 
rather than clean them up,” 
Miller said. 


Earlier this week, the Amoco 
Indiana ran aground in Grand 
Traverse“ Bay. A team of eight 
to 10 experts from the Coast 
Guard, the DNR and the federal 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency was rushed to the scene. 


Known as the U.S. Regional 
Response Team, the experts 
mobilize at the site of a mishap 
to determine the best action to 


take, Miller said. 


Companies which ship oil 
around the Great Lakes have 
done a great deal to help in 
recent years. 


Where several such com­ 
panies are located near each 
other, firms have pooled their 
resources to purchase pollution 
clean-up equipment. 


“Seven oil companies around 
Bay de Noc (on the Lake 
Michigan side of the Upper 
Peninsula) have a very good 
cooperative,” said Lt. Biff Holt 
at the Coast Guard station at 
Sault Ste. Marie. “They’ve got 
1,200 feet of containment boom, 
over a ton of absorbant material 
and they’ve got a mechanical 
skimmer. All of it is on a trailer 
for mobility.” 


Holt noted, “This is good 
ecology as well as good public 
relations.” 


The best insurance against 
massive spills in the Great 
Lakes is the closed nature of the 
waterway. 


Foreign vessels entering the 
I-ikes are inspected on their 
first visit, usually at the Snell 
Locks at Ogdensburg, N.Y., 
where 
they 
are 
generally 


boarded by a Coast Guard ins­ 
pection team. 


“ If we find a severe enough 
condition, then we’re going to 
make them correct it,” said Lt. 
Klaus Adie from the Coast 
Guard’s Marine Environmental 
Protection Branch at Cleveland. 
“If we have wind something is 
screwed up, we’re going to go 
inspect it, there’s no doubt 
about that. 


“We have considerably more 
control (on the Great Lakes)," 
Adie continued. “We’ve got a 
closed 
system. 
And 
we're 
working hand-in-glove with the 
Canadians, too, and that helps a 
lot.” 


The most serious spill in wes­ 
tern l^ake Superior last year in­ 
volved 90,000 gallons of No. 2 
furnace oil that escaped from a 
Standard Oil tank near Duluth 
Harbor. 


“That spill never got out of 
Standard’s own boat slip,” said 
Chief J<»e Kutzera at the Coast 
Guard’s Marine Safety Office at 
Duluth. “Standard cleaned it up 
right away. All the companies 
around the harbor keep their 
own equipment on hand and do 
a pretty good job.”

Bankers 
Go After 
Red-Liners

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Top 
hankers have formed a watch­ 
dog committee to sniff out red­ 
lining, the denial of home 
mortgages based on property 
location. 


The committee represents all 
major Lansing-area lenders, it 
was announced Friday at a news 
conference. Outside lenders also 
may join. It is the first of its 
kind in the state. 


“The purpose of the commit­ 
tee will be to review mortgage 
applications of owner-occupied 
single-family 
residential 
properties when a loan has been 
denied by a lender and the 
applicant believes the denial 
may be based on the property 
location," said Michael Hof­ 
mann, 
vice 
president 
of 
American Bank & Trust. 


Once the committee identifies 
red-lined property, it will notify 
the lending institution. If that 
firm still refuses the loan, the 
committee ,would attempt to 
help the individual obtain a loan 
from another lender. 


Charles M. Hopkins of Capitol 
Savings & Loan and Charles W. 
Shane of American Bank & 
Trust are the committee chair­ 
man and vice chairman respec­ 
tively. 


The U.S. Justice Department 
must grant approval before the 
committee can review loan 
applications which have been 
denied. 


The announcement came only 
days 
after 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken called for legislative 
action to counteract a drop in 
mortgage lending in Michigan 
cities, but Hofmann said there 
was no link. 


A final report this week by a 
state task force Milliken created 
last April said no standards 
exist governing mortgage lend­ 
ing decisions relating to the 
availability of credit or housing 
opportunity. 


There are laws which protect 
a person from discrimination 
based on race or sex, but the 
location of the property is not 
covered. This means a lending 
firm might deny a loan on the 
grounds that the house is Iqcat- 
ed in a deteriorated area and is 
not considered a good invest­ 
ment, despite the prospective 
buyer’s wish to live there. 


Critics of red-lining say the 
practice 
speeds 
up 
the 
deterioration of cities by dis­ 
couraging urban home-buying. 


A Milliken aide said the 
governor was “glad to see this 
consciousness, or sensitivity, to 
the problem.”

act, and expanding protection against discrimination based on 
age, sex and marital status; A bill providing additional state aid to 
school districts suffering rapidly declining enrollments. The state 
will make up for part of lost school aid by providing about $65 per 
pupil lost, to districts losing more than two per cent of their 
students. The cost is about $1.65 million; A bill permitting

The jury returned the verdict 
in the East Texas town of 
Gilmer, where Mike died last

Witnesses testified that young 
Grigg was “fooling around with 
drugs.” 


“1 regret what \ did,” Grigg 
said after the verdict. “But I am 
still relieved that he is relieved. 
He is not on drugs anymore. He 
is not under any more pres­ 
sure.” 


Constable Joe Ferguson said 
the elder Grigg. who played for 
the Cleveland Browns in the 50s, 
asked him to come to his home 
Grigg met him at the door and 
handed him a .22 revolver, say- 
ing, "I just shot Mike and I 
killed him. That’s all there is to 
it.” 


The jury verdict came a few 
days after the television movie, 
“The Death of Richie,” in which 
a father kills his son after the 
son becomes a drug addict. 


“He was not a drug addict. ’ 
Grigg said of his son. "He would 
sometimes go a week at a time 
without using drugs I thought 
I’d get him straight and then 
he’d go off again. 


The jury had l>een deadlocked 
on a murder charge. After a 
mistrial was declared, Grigg 
pleaded 
guilty 
to 
a 
manslaughter charge. 


After the trial, Grigg said: 
"I’ve had about two or three 
j>eople come up to me — fathers 
— saying they’ve come awful 
close to doing the same thing. ”

Yes. Divorce is often a tug-of-war in which the child is the 
rope. Joint custody, then, seems to minimize both loss and 
conflict for child and parents because a no-fight situation is 
more possible. Joint custody helps focus parents on the needs 
of their children. In some cases, joint custody should not be 
tried, especially when emotional or physical harm to child or 
parent is an element. But short of this, my personal and pro­ 
fessional experiences all lead me to favor any arrangement in 
which both parents can participate fully and fairly in their 
children’s development and lives.

Rosalynn Carter may not know the 
potential power she has. Jimmy has, of 
course, already said that he’ll consult 
her on questions affecting the destiny 
of the country. But did she expect all 
those coast-to-coast groans from the 
fashion industry when she said she 
planned to wear a gown to the Inaug­ 
uration that she had already worn be­ 
fore? And what were her feelings after 
she announced that Amy would go to 
Thaddeus Stevens, a public school in 
Washington, and then heard about 
young matrons from all over the city 
besieging the school with requests to 
accept their children? 


In fact, First Ladies have always had 
an impact—from the trivial to major 
policy discussions. You probably re­ 
member Mamie Eisenhower’s bangs 
and Jackie Kennedy’s “Beehive” and 
what they did to hairdos across the 
nation, but did you know that Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson virtually governed the 
country after President Wilson had a 
stroke? She even signed her own name 
—Edith Galt Wilson—to documents. 


So it goes throughout our history. 
President Harding’s wife, Florence, got 
people interested in the occult in the 
'20’s and had fortunetellers and seers 
come to the White House to predict the 
future, and if she were told not to leave 
the White House on a certain day be­ 
cause it would bring bad luck to it, she 
stayed in. There’s even a story that a 
fortuneteller told her in 1923 that her 
husband would die if he went to Alaska. 
They went. He died. 


Rosalynn is obviously more down to 
earth. She cooked her family's Thanks­ 
giving dinner with homemade corn- 
bread dressing for the turkey. (Not 
since Bess Truman has a First Lady 
done that. Perhaps that’s where Harry 
got one of his favorite sayings: if you 
can t stand the heat, get out of the 
kitchen.) Her sewing abilities are also 
admirable, but even here, there’s a 
precedent—Grace Coolidge used to sit 
by a sunny White House window with 
her maid. Maggie Rogers, chatting 
companionably as the sewing needles 
and crochet hooks flew. At the end of 
her four-years’ residence, Mrs. Cool­ 
idge left behind a new crocheted bed­ 
spread for the outsized Lincoln bed 
that stayed there for many years. 


More seriously, Rosalynn may well 
influence legislation and her husband’s 
official programs. She did in Georgia, 
and Jimmy has already sent her as his 


representative to the inauguration of 
the new President of Mexico. Rosalynn, 
in fact, has made history by participat­ 
ing in her husband’s strategy sessions 
during the Presidential campaign, and 
she’ll probably be at least as involved 
as Lady Bird, who pressured LBJ to 
get laws passed banning billboards 
from highways. Johnson used to say, 
“Jacqueline Kennedy redecorated the 
White House. Lady Bird is redecorating 
the rest of the country.” 


Rosalynn will also set the social tone 
for the nation, as have First Ladies 
since Martha Washington. Martha was 
even referred to as “Lady Washington” 
by those around her. It was she who 
decreed that persons wishing to pay 
their respects to her and the President 
must be dressed in formal attire in their 
presence. The President and First Lady 
Washington kept an invisible barrier 
between themselves and their guests. 
Curtsies and bows were made. Touch­ 
ing the Presidential couple was 
frowned upon. Handshakes did not 
come to the White House until later. 


Mrs. Carter will be more democratic 
in mixing and mingling with common 
folks at the White House and with 
opening its doors to more callers. 


Some say she will try to put in an ap­ 
pearance and shake hands and chat 
with some of the tourists who daily 
snake their way through the White 
House. Most First Ladies have stayed 
hidden away in the upstairs family 
quarters under the watchful eyes of the 
guards until the tourists have had their 
peek at the East Room, the State Din­ 
ing Room, the Red Room, the Green 
Room and the Blue Room. 


Not since Florence Harding has a 
First Lady raced down the stairs to 
greet tourists in person, calling a 
cheery “Hello.” Naturally, the tourists 
were thrilled and startled and cher­ 
ished this memory of their Washington 
visit. At the other extreme, Eliza, the 
wife of Andrew Johnson, took to her 
room and refused to greet White House 
callers or attend White House parties. 
White House hostess for the Presi­ 
dent who succeeded Abe Lincoln was 
daughter Martha Johnson, who started 
each day by milking two cows she had 
brought from Tennessee and who told 
a startled newspaperman, “We are 
plain people, Sir, and do not propose to 
put on airs because we have the for­ 
tune to occupy this place for a little 
while.” 


Rosalynn will probably place herself 
somewhere between Florence Harding 
and Martha Johnson. But social and of­ 
ficial Washington are waiting with bated 
breath to see if Rosalynn will, indeed, 
make the White House a little more 
folksy with square dances as she has 
promised. There even may be a taste 
of hominy grits worked into more tra­ 
ditional White House party dishes to 
show the sophisticated international 
guests what the South is all about. 


Rosalynn also can be expected to 
star at small family gatherings, for she 
is a family-oriented woman. The Car­ 
ters like the Kennedy family, stick to­ 
gether. The President-elect and his 
brother built a peanut empire together, 
and the Kennedys, too, were linked to­ 
gether by family holdings. The nation 
looks forward to reading of the com­ 
ings and goings of Presidential brother 
Billy anfl Miss Lillian and all the rest of 
the Carter clan at the White House, and 
to the upcoming birth of a new grand­ 
child for Rosalynn and Jimmy. 


What will Rosalynn do to the White 
House itself? She may change the yel­ 
low in the family rooms preferred by 
the last few Presidential families to the 
green and white which were her hus­ 
band’s lucky campaign colors, and the 
colors she enjoys around her. 


The incoming First Lady is also ex­ 
pected to spend a great deal of her 
time in people-oriented projects that 
will help the disadvantaged, retarded 
citizens, the mentally depressed and 
senior citizens. 


Will First Lady Rosalynn serve as 
her husband’s representative around 
the country and the world? She prob­ 
ably will never match Eleanor Roose­ 
velt’s performance as the eyes and ears 
of her invalid husband. Eleanor made 
history when she went down into a 
coal mine to report to her husband on 
the conditions there. 


But one thing is sure: Rosalynn will 
have her husband’s ear for “pillow 
talks” because she plans to ignore the 
tradition of separate bedrooms for 
husbands and wives in the White 
House. Here again, though, she won’t 
be first. Betty Ford took the first step 
in breaking the tradition, announcing 
that she was sharing her husband’s bed. 


As the moment when Jimmy Carter 
becomes President fast approaches, 
many eyes will be on Rosalynn, strain­ 
ing to find out how she will look, what 
she will wear and whether she will con­ 
form or not to past First Ladies. Like it

Woodrow Wilson virtually governed the 
country after President Wilson had a 
strobe? She even signed her own name 
—Edith Gait Wilson-^to documents. 


So it goes throughout, our history. 


President Harding's wife, Florence, got 
people interested in the occult In the 
'20'5 and had fortunetellers and seers 
come to the White House to predict the 
future, and If she were told not to leave 
the White House on a certain day be- 
cause it would bring bad luck to it, she 
stayed in. There's even a story-tfiat a 
fortuneteller told her in 1923 that her 
husband would die if he went to Alaska. 
They went He died. 


Rosalvnn is obviously more down to 


earth. She cooked her family's Thanks- 
giving dinner with homemade corn- 
bread dressing for the turkey. (Not 
since Bess Truman has a First'Lady 
done that. -Perhaps that's where Harry"- 
got one of his favorite sayings: if you 
can't stand the heat, get out of the 
kitchen.) Her sewing abilities are also 
admirable, but even here, there's a 
precedent—Grace Coolidge used to sit 
.by a sunny White House window with 
her maid, Maggie Rogers, chatting 
companionably as the sewing needles 
and crochet hooks flew. At the end of 
her four-vearsj- residence, Mrs. Cool- 
idge left behind a new crocheted bed-, 
spread for the outsized Lincoln bed 
that staved there for many years.

Some say she will try to put in an ap- 
pearance and shake hands and chat 
with some of the tourists who dairy 
snake their way through the White 
House Most First Ladies have stayed 
hidden away in the upstairs family 
quarters under the Watchful eyes of the 
guards until the tourists have had their

Not since Florence Harding has a 


First Lady raced down the stairs to 
greet tourists in person, calling a 
cheery "Hello'1 Naturally, the tourists 
were thrilled and startled and cher- 
ished this memory of their Washington 
visit At the other extreme, Eliza, the 
wife of Andrew Johnson, took to her 
room and refused to greet White House 
callers or attend White House parties 
White House hostess for the Presi 
dent who succeeded Abe Lincoln was 
daughter Martha Johnson, who started 
each day by mihing two cows she had 
brought from Tennessee and who told 
a startled newspaperman, "We are 
plain people, Sir, and do not propose to 
put on airs because we have the for- 
tune to occupy this place for a little 
while" 


Rosalynn will probably place herself 


somewhere between Florence Harding 
and Martha Johnson. But social and of- 
ficial Washington are waiting with bated 
breath to see if Rosalynn will, indeed, 
make the White House a little more 
folksy with square dances as she has 
promised There even may be a taste' 
of hominy grits Worked into more tra- 
ditional White House party dishes to 
show the sophisticated international 
guests what the South is all about 


Rosalynn also can be expected to 


star at small family gatherings, for she 
is a family-oriented woman. The Car-

-brother built a peanut empire together, 
and the Kennedys, too, were linked to- 
gether by family holdings The nation 
looks forward to reading of the com- 
ings and goings of Presidential brother 
Billy and Miss Lillian and all the rest of 
the Carter clan at the White House, and 
to the upcoming birth of a new grand- 
child for Rosalynn and Jimmy 


What will Rosalynn do to the White 


House itself? She may change the yel- 
low in the family rooms preferred by 
the last few Presidential families to the 
green and white which were her hus- 
band's lucky campaign colors, and the 
colors she enjoys around her 


The incoming" First Lady is also ex- 


pected to spend a great deal of her 
tune in people-oriented projects that 
will help the disadvantaged, retarded 
citizens, the mentally depressed and 
senior citizens. 


Will First Lady Rosalynn serve as 


her husband's representative around 
the country and the world?

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ALEX HALEY: FROM THE BRINK OF 
SUICIDE TO THE BEST-SELLER LIST

I The author of the critically acclaimed Roots, that is also the basis of an upcom- 
! ing TV series, talks of how writing the book drove him to almost total despair. 


Only two years ago, Alex Haley was a man 
in the depths of despair. At one point, he was 
considering suicide. Now, he is this seasons 
hottest writer— his book. Roots, is a record- 
breaking best seller, and. beginning next Sun­ 
day, ABC will air a $6-million, 12-hour drama 
based on the book. A slight, scholarly-looking 
man with a slow grin and a voice touched with 
a Tennessee-bred softness. Haley is the last 
person you'd expect to have created the most 
brutally dramatic book of the year. 


But much of what is best in Roots— the story 
of his family traced back over seven genera­ 
tions— was written out of this man s own 
agony and despair. His voice is low-pitched, 
and faraway, and he is close to tears as he 
tells the story. 


“I had already put in 10 years of work on 
my book w-hen 1 ran into a complete dead end 
Writing about my first ancestor, Kunta Kinte, 
on his voyage to America aboard a slave ship 
had become impossible for me. I had tried 
and failed many, many times. Finally, in des­ 
peration, 1 booked passage on a freighter 
bound for Africa. Every night I went down into 
the hold of the ship, stripped to my underwear 
and lay all night on a wooden plank, trying to 
imagine what it would be like for a young man 
to lie there in chains, hearing the cries of men 
screaming, praying and dying all around him. 


"I began to worry that 1 might be losing my 
mind'' he says quietly. “One night, standing 
out on the stem deck, watching the freighter's 
wake, I felt overwhelmed by my burden. 1 
was about $50,000 in debt. My publisher and 
my agent were at me constantly, asking when 
1 would finish this interminable book. 1 had 
told them six months, even though 1 knew 1 
still had several years of work ahead of me. 
Inside my head I was suffering the horrors of 
what happened to Kunta Kinte in the ship hold. 
Then, I thought how easy it would be just to 
slip over the rail into the sea. I was almost 
joyful at the idea.’’ 


But at that moment Haley says he had the 
most vivid psychic experience of his life. “I 
heard the soft voices of my dead family talking 
to me, encouraging me. They were saying, ‘You 
must finish. Go on with your book.’ It took a 
tremendous physical effort to push my body 
away from the rail. I scuttled on my hands and 
knees, back over the hatch covers to my room. 
I lay on my bed, sobbing for hours. That night, 
I knew I finally would be able to find the words 
to tell my family's story.”

The reason to buy life insurance is 
not to borrow on the policy but to pro­ 
tect yourself against the possibility that 
even if you start out rich, you may end 
up poor.

For 
example, if the price of a new car is 
$6,000, a fund amounting to $2,000 per 
year for three years ought to be built 
up to cover the cost of repairing and 
insuring the car over that period, as 
well as replacing it over the trade-in 
value after the three years are up.

The author of the critically acclaimed Roots, that is also the basis of an upcom- 
ing TV series, talks of how writing the book drove him to almost total despair.

Only two veins ago, Alex Haley was a man 


in the depths of despair. At one point, he was 


- considering suicide. Now, he is this season's 


honest writer—his book, Roots, is a record- 
breaking best seller, and. beginning next Sun- 
day, ABC will air a S6-niiIlion, 12-hour drama 
based on the book. A slight, scholarly-looking 
man with a slow grin and a voice touched with 
a Tennessee-bred softness, Haley is the last 
person you'd expect to have created the most 
brutally dramatic book of' the year. 


But much of what is best in Roots—the story 


of his family traced back over seven genera- 
tions—was written out of this man's own 
agony and despair. His voice is low-pitched, 
and faraway, and he is close to tears as he 
tells the story.

1 had 
told them six months, even though I knew I 
still had several years of work ahead of me. 
Inside my head 1 was suffering the horrors of 
what happened to Kunta Kinte in the ship hold.

THE NEW PHYS ED: 
BELIEVE IT OR NOT, 
KIDS LOVE IT 


Athletic competition is fine, but here’s a program aimed 
at helping average kids prepare for a lifetime of health. 


By Polly Dranov 


Ask any adult American to think 
about gym class, and, unless you’re 
talking to a former high-school football 
star, the question is more than likely to 
provoke memories of humiliation, frus­ 
tration or just plain boredom. The 
reason for this reaction, experts say, is 
the traditional gym class, with its em­ 
phasis on team sports and uniform re­ 
quirements. It has managed to turn 
most of us away from a program of 
continuing physical exercise. In fact, 
the President’s Council on Physical Fit­ 
ness reports that only 55 percent of all 
adult Americans get any sort of exer­ 
cise at all, and many people who do say 
they exercise explain that they walk a 
lot or bowl occasionally. 


Now, though, educators are moving 
to change this trend through what the 
American Alliance of Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation (AAHPER) 
calls the “new physical education” or 
“movement education.” 


What Is the New Phys Ed? 


Its basic philosophy is to do away 
with the negative attitudes toward ex­ 


ercise and sports that many of us 
formed in response to the frustrations 
of gym class. The program accom­ 
plishes this in two ways: in elementary 
school it teaches youngsters individu­ 
ally and at their own pace such basic 
skills as catching, throwing, running, 
jumping and balance. Eventually, as 
these skills develop, children begin to 
play games that draw on what they 
have learned. Then, in high school, the 
students are exposed to the kinds of 
sports—tennis, golf, bowling, swimming 
—they can enjoy throughout life. Since 
most schools don’t have a golf course 
or bowling alleys, they utilize com­ 
munity facilities. The program often 
means flexible scheduling as well: in­ 
stead of playing, say, football for 45 
minutes five days a week, a gym class 
may travel to the local tennis courts for 
two hours three days a week. 


The impetus for the change came 
when President Kennedy established 
the President’s Council on Physical Fit­ 
ness, and concern began to mount that 
Americans weren’t getting enough ex­ 
ercise. “The Council’s report made us 
critically examine what was happening 
in physical education,” says Dr. Gordon 
Jeppson of the AAHPER. “We realized 
that we had to give students skills they 
could take into later life. We also rec­ 
ognized that people had more leisure 
time and that not many of them get the 
opportunity to play team sports after 
they leave school.” 


How Widespread Is It? 


No one knows just how many ele­ 
mentary schools have made the switch 
from traditional physical education to 
m ov em en t e d uc a t i o n , but the 
AAHPER's best guess is that at least 
some of its principles have been adop­ 
ted in about one-fourth of the nation's 
schools. 


“I think the elementary folks have 
come a long way. . . . The children are 
doing lots of exciting things,” says Lucy 
Burkett, supervisor of health and phy­ 
sical education for the Shaker Heights, 
Ohio, schools. “ But things haven’t 
changed that much at the secondary 
level.” Although more junior and senior 
high schools are offering more indi­ 
vidual and lifetime sports, Ms. Burkett 
doesn't think there's anything very dif­ 
ferent in the way gym classes are 
taught these days. Ironically, studies 
have shown that even though teachers' 
colleges are giving their students a

good background in the new theory and 
knowledge of physical education, the over­ 
whelming majority of these graduates still 
teach exactly what they were taught in high 
school. 


Why Is It Important? 


It begins early— in elementary school 
where classes in movement education are 
beginning to replace the traditional games 


and relays that generations of youngsters 
played in schoolyards. Educators have found 
that these games— including such old stand­ 
bys as dodge ball— are just too difficult for 
many children. For these kids, phys-ed 
class is a humiliating experience. Blanche 
Teitlebaum, who teaches physfcal education 
at New York City’s Lehman College, puts it 
this way: “A child’s physical self-image is 
formed early. If he’s expected to do some­ 


thing physical and can’t do it easily, he gets 
frustrated and assumes he’s nonathletic.” In 
the elementary grades there’s no “right” or 
“ wrong” way to do things, either. Because of 
this, a negative physical self-image is harder 
to come by. Everyone gets to play, and 
there’s no competition to lessen a child’s 
self-confidence. 


In traditional phys-ed classes many of the 
games played in the early grades don’t give 
kids much chance to develop the skills they 
are lacking. And all too often they don’t even 
give them much chance to exercise. A lot of 
time is wasted standing around waiting for a 
turn at bat or lolling about after being elimi­ 
nated in games like dodge ball. “What hap­ 
pens under the old system is that the most 
skilled children get the most practice, and 
the kids who need the most help are the 
ones who get the least,” says Professor 
Teitlebaum. “A student’s conception of him­ 
self is better if he is able to participate in the 
kinds of things his peers are doing,” says 
Lucy Burkett. “We need to be aware of all 
our students’ interests. We shouldn’t be play­ 
ing games that eliminate kids from move­ 
ment.” 


Derry Michael, director of secondary- 
school health and physical education in 
Whippany Park, N.J., says high-school gym 
teachers today have to answer the question 
of whether they are going to concentrate on 
making “super players” in the sports they 
teach or on getting all the kids interested in 
sports.

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THE NEW PHYS ED: 
BELIEVE IT OR NOT,

Athletic competition is fine, but here's a program aimed 
at helping average kids prepare for a lifetime of health.

Ask any adult American to think 


about gym class, and, unless you're 
talking to a fanner high-school football 
star, the question Is more than likely to 
provoke memories of humiliation, frus- 
tration or just plain boredom. The 
reason for this reaction, experts say, is 
the traditional gym class, with its em- 
phasis on team sports .and uniform re- 
quirements. It has managed to turn 
most of us away from a program of 
continuing physical exercise. In fact, 
the President's Council on Physical Fit- 
ness reports that only 55 percent of all 
adult Americans get any sort of exer- 
ciseat all.and many people who do say 
. they exercise explain that they walk a 


lot or bowl occasionally. 


Now, though, educators are moving 


to change this trend through what the 
Art""" Alliance of'Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation (AAHPER) 
calls the "new physical education" or 
"movement education." 


WhrtbflMNcwPhyiEd? 


Its basic philosophy is to do away 


with the negative attitudes toward ex- 


ercise and sports that many of us 
formed in response to the frustrations 
of gym class. The program accom- 
plishes this in two ways: in elementary 
school it teaches youngsters individu- 
ally and at their own pace such basic 
skills as catching, throwing, running, 
Jumping and balance. Eventually, as 
these skills develop, children begin to 
play games that draw on what they 
have learned. Then, in high school, the . 
students are exposed to the kinds of 
sports—tennis, gotf, bowling, swimming 
—they can enjoy throughout life. Since 
most schools don't have a golf course 
or bowling alleys, they utilize com- 
munity facilities. The program often 
means flexible scheduling as well: in- 
stead of playing, say, football for 45 
minutes five-days a week, a gym class 
may travel to the local tennis courts for 
two hours three days a week. 


The impetus for the change came 


when President Kennedy established 
Hie President's Council on Physical Fit- 
ness, and concern began to mount that 


> Americans weren't getting enough ex- 


ercise. "The Council's report made us 
critically examine what was happening 
in physical education," says Dr. Gordon 
Jeppson of the AAHPER. "We realized 
that we had to give students skills they 
could take into later life. We also rec- 
ognized that people had more leisure 
time and mat not many of Them get the 
opportunity to play, team sports after 
they leave school." 


How Widespread bh? 


No one knows just how many ele- 


mentary schools have made the switch 
from traditional physical education to 
movement education, but the 
AAHPER's best guess is that at least 
some of its principles have been adop- 
ted in about one-fourth of the nation's 
schools. 


"I think the elementary folks have 


come a long way. m The children are 
doing lots of exciting things," says Lucy 
Burkett, supervisor of health and phy- 
sical education for the Shaker Heights, 
Ohio, schools. "But things haven't 
changed that much at the secondary 
level." Although more junior and senior 
'high schools are offering more indi- 
vidual and lifetime sports, Ms. .Burkett

Can An Unhappy Child Be A 
Successful Adult? 


Parents everywhere try their hardest 
to keep their children from misery. But 
when the Institute of Human Develop­ 
ment of the University of California at 
Berkeley looked at the formative years 
of some 400 famous Americans— writ­ 
ers, painters, inventors, politicians and 
others— it found that 70 percent had 
abnormal or unhappy upbringings. It 
used criteria such as whether parents 
were divorced, or if at least one parent 
was alcoholic, mentally ill or sadistic. 
Some examples: Thomas Edison was 
beaten so often his hearing was dam­ 
aged; Eleanor Roosevelt had an alco­ 
holic father. “ Our findings,” says 
psychologist Arlene Skolnick, “raise 
serious doubts about the assumption 
that traumatic events have long-term 
adverse effects on children. It may be 
that having to cope with unhappiness 
makes for a more resilient, productive 
adult than having a comfortable, shel­ 
tered life. I’m not advocating calami­ 
ties, but neither should parents feel 
their children will go to pieces if every­ 
thing’s not perfect.”

Individuals can ask the commission to 
issue, amend or revoke one of its rul­ 
ings by following the guidelines the 
agency has set up. They’re simple 
enough: your request should be titled 
“Petition,” and it should state that it 
is filed under Section 10 of the Con­ 
sumer Product Safety Act. You should 
include your name, address, phone 
number, the product involved, why you 
think the Commission should act and 
how it should act. Send five typewrit­ 
ten copies to: Office of the Secretary, 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, 
Washington, D.C. 20207. 


A New Lead On Crib Death Causes 


New research suggests that infants 
who have mysteriously died of sudden 
infant death syndrome (usually called 
“crib death” ) may have died because of 
a genetically transmitted heart condi­ 
tion. Scientists at the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health have found that the 
parents, brothers and sisters of babies 
who died of crib death show an un­ 
usually high prevalence of a particu­ 
lar abnormality in their heart examina­ 
tions. If further studies confirm that 
hereditary heart abnormalities are in­ 
deed predictors of crib death, it ap­ 
pears likely that electrocardiograms 
(heart tests) on newborns would be­ 
come routine practice and that mea­ 
sures would be devised to protect the 
babies found most vulnerable. 


Go Ahead—Sleep On The Job 


According to a sleep researcher at 
the University of Florida, taking a nap 
might be the most beneficial way to 
spend your coffee break. Dr. Wilse 
Webb says short naps make for better 
job performance. He cautions that a 
beneficial nap must never be longer 
than 30 minutes. “Long naps decrease 
performance because a person begins 
a full sleep cycle, and stopping this 
just makes you feel worse.”
